Sim plicity o f S ty le . 
A simplicity of style of speaking or writ­ 
ing can be graceful and elegant. 
Even 
sublime thoughts are most charming when 
clottied in simple language. 
God said, 
“ Let there be light; and there was light.” 
W hat can lie grander than the thought, 
and yet what can be simpler than the lan­ 
guage?—all monosyllables, but compact 
with vigor. “ Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing ? and one of them shall not 
fall to the ground without your Father,” 
etc. Suppose wc change that to—“ The 
feathered tribes are considered of small 
importance, and yet they share the pro­ 
tection of Providence.” 
Does that not 
greatly weaken the passage? 
The en­ 
ergy and the searching sense of the ap­ 
peal are gone. 
Most of the frequently quoted sentences 
that have come down to us from classic 
times are sharp, terse sentences. 
Of more 
modern times the remark is just as true. 
\Y hat made General Dix’s order so famous 
but its short, sturdy, vigorous character ? 
He said: “ If any man pulls down the 
American flag shoot him on the spot.’” 
It 
was spoken at the right time in the right 
way, and subsequently made him Governor 
of a great State. Such would not have 
been the result had he worded his order as 
follows: “ If anybody removes the United 
States colors from the jtoleenter complaint 
against him at the earliest convenience, 
and have him committed for trial at the 
next term of the Supreme Court of the 
county.” 
Balfour’s style was gorgeously verbose; 
Erskine’s, on the contrary, was crisp inti 
vigorous. The following anecdote is told 
about the two barristers: Coming into 
Court one day Erskine noticed that Bal­ 
four's ankle was bandaged. 
“ Why, what 
is the m atter?” asked Erskine. 
Instead 
of replying, “ I fell from a gate,” Balfour 
answered in his usual roundabout manner: 
“ I was taking a romantic ramble in mv 
brother’s garden,” he said, “ and on com­ 
ing to a gate I discovered that I had to 
climb over it, by which I came in contact 
with the first bar, and grazed the epider­ 
mis of my leg, which caused a slight ex­ 
travasation of the blood.” 
“ You tnar 
thank your lucky stars,” replied Erskine, 
“ that your brother’s gate was not as lofty 
as your style, for you certainly would have 
broken your neck.” 
The Rev. Dr. Archibald Alexander, of 
Princeton Theological Seminarv, was a 
yerv learned man, but exceedingly plain 
in his language. He knew how essential 
simplicity was to clearness and force. 
There was a school-house in the vicinity, 
where the students held religious services 
and aired their eloquence. An old col­ 
ored man attended every Sabbath, but the 
students talked so far above his compre­ 
hension that he remembered little of the 
sermons and understood less. 
But one 
Sunday afternoon Dr. Alexander preached. 
The old colored man was both delighted 
and instructed, and made the following 
comment: “ A p«or, unlarnt ole man, just 
like myself, preached. 
I don’ know who 
he was, an’ didn’t s’pose he was hardly fit 
to preach. 
But I’m glad I went, for I can 
remember everything he said.” 
In this 
criticism was hidden a compliment of the 
highest order.— Christian Union.

M r. Kasson is a man of political experi­ 
ence, and has served his country abroad 
w ith distinction in negotiating; postal con­ 
ventions, and as M inister, first to A ustria 
and secondly to Germany. 
H e has bad 
legislative experience, and lias served in 
various other public capacities. 
H e is a 
man of high legal attainm ents, is of clear 
judgm ent and firm in his convictions. AVru. 
W alter Phelps has had long and very 
active political and Congressional «experi­ 
ence, and is a lawyer of fine ability. 
lie , 
too, has served die nation abroad as M inis­ 
ter to A ustria. 
H e is a man of high 
scholastic accomplishments, and his con­ 
nection with leading educational institu 
tions of the nation is of a very im portant 
character. 
H e is an ardent American, a 
courageous man, and strongly impressed 
w ith the necessity for a vigorous foreign 
policy for the U nited States. 
Mr. Bates, 
the rem aining member, is a lawyer of ac­ 
knowledged ability, who lias made Am er­ 
ican treaties and foreign relations a special 
study. 
H e was sent out to Samoa by the 
late Administration to examine into the 
diiliculties out of which the present irrita­ 
tion has growu. 
H e made him self thor­ 
oughly intelligent upon the subject, and 
espousing the views taken by Consul-Gen­ 
eral Sewall fell into disfavor w ith Secre­ 
tary Bayard. 
In all the recent agitation 
Mr. Bates has approved Mr. Sewall’s posi­ 
tion and fortihed liiui in it. W ith these 
three Mr. Sewall will go out to Berlin as 
Secretary of the Commission nominally, 
but really to serve the Commissioners by 
in'orm ing them as to facts the German 
K nappes and Brand* Is may put in issue. 
There is reason to anticipate from such 
a Commission a report th at will result in 
the inauguration of a stronger policy re­ 
garding the rights of the U nited States in 
Pacific isles; a policy th at will be opposed 
to any further seizure of island groups in 
the Pacific by European powers; 
a policy 
that will demand the recognition and 
maiutenee of the independence of the na­ 
tive island governments, and insure their 
ports in neutrality to all nations, th at into 
and out of them all may freely trade. 
According to present advices Germany 
has abandoned her unwarranted declara­ 
tion of war 
against 
Samoa, has re­ 
moved 
and 
recalled 
her 
obnoxi­ 
ous 
agent, 
and 
an [over-zealous Con­ 
sul-General, and has made overtures to 
M ataafa for the establishment of peace 
between his following and the Tamesese 
faction. 
T hat these receding steps are the 
result of the manifestations of American 
sentim ent, in large part, cannot be doubted; 
they are, however, unquestionably due in 
part also to the discreet judgm ent of 
Prince Bismarck and to his sense of 
justice, which in his eventful career has 
more than once checked the ambition of 
his nation in the attainm ent of desired 
ends. 


Xo settlement of the Samoan question 
is likely to be reached that does not in­ 
volve the restoration of Malietoa, whom 
t'ie Germans deported first to Germany, 
then to Zanzibar, and finally have brought 
hack so near to his home as the M arshall 
Islands. 
In the history of Polynesia no 
more inexcusable or tyrannical action has 
been recorded than the seizure of this 
Samoan ruler, and the placing in his seat 
ci 
the 
half-caste 
pretender Tamesese. 
Germany will insist upon her ancient 
claim, that as German interests are greatly 
larger in Samoa than those of the English 
or Americans, Germany shall therefore 
have a more potential voice in local regu­ 
lation, and be recognized as entitled to 
more of consideration in the adjustment 
of the question who is entitled to rule 
over the islands. 
B ut we apprehend that 
the American Commissioners will directly 
antagonize this claim, and will insist that 
the extent of commercial and landed in­ 
terests of the T reaty Powers shall cut no 
considerable 
figure 
before the confer­ 
ence. 
The deliberations of the jo in t 
Commission must proceed from the treaty 
basis only, and m ust rise superior to any 
questions of trade whatever. 
They will 
not invoke the questions of political su­ 
premacy, but of fair and just interpreta­ 
tion of treaty obligations, and insistence 
will be made that they lie conformed to, 
and, 
as 
to infringement 
in the past, 
th a t the wrong done shall lie righted. 
Under no circumstances is it likely that 
th e American Commissioners will consent 
to the establishment by any foreign Power 
of even partial foreign control over the 
Samoan Government. Gn the contrary, 
our representatives will certainly stand 
firm for the recognition and maintenance 
of the 
independence 
of the Samoan 
Islands, with joint consular control prob­ 
ably ever A pia for th e protection of 
foreign residents.

P A ID BOARDS. 


The New York G mfik* and the Epoch 
of the same city arc contending for a re­ 
formation of the educational system in 
New York, th at will require the Boards 0( 
Education to be paid for their services. It 
is a correct idea. 
If the people want 
efficient service and devotion to public 
bu-iness they must expect to pay lor it. 
AN hile it is true that there are ojen who 
are able, and are so situated that they can 
oversee the public schools without financial 
punishment, the system that is in vogue 
shuts out the poor man who cannot give 
the tim e—that is his money—necessarv to 
a faithful discharge of duty. 
Xo m atter 
how intelligent, therefore, or how adm ir­ 
ably qualified foe these sujiervisional of­ 
ficers, he cannot “ aflord ” to take them, 
and thus one elesient in the composition 
of our >oeiety is shut out from participa­ 
tion in one of the 
most 
im portant 
branches of free government and civilization. 
T he immediate occasion for the debate in 
New York is the declination of one of the 
Board ol Education to take action to 
remedy certain ills in the sanitary condi­ 
tion of certain school-houses, on the ground 
th a t he had not the tim e to attend to the 
duty, nor the inclination to go about a 
very disagreeable task. 
If that Director 
was now a salaried officer, the city would 
have the right to demand that he proceed 
to do his duty, or else give way for some 
one who will. 
W e do not believe that the 
State should ask any one of its citizens to 
work for it w ithout compensation. 
It is 
entitled to as good adm inistration of its 
affairs as is a private body, and it cannot 
hope to get it until it adopts the system of 
the private business concern. 
The public 
school system is too im portant and too 
sacred to have its adm inistration made a 
charity. 
I t demands the thought and time 
of intelligent men for its right con uct, 
and these constitute the capital in life of 


A HINGING CHARGE. 


Judge Cunningham, of 
the 
Circuit 
Court of Conway county, Arkansas, has 
no m antle to spread over the political as­ 
sassin. 
The Judge is a Democrat, and a 
lover of his State, but lie is not an apol­ 
ogist for crime, nor does he seek for ex­ 
cuses, as have recent essayists in prom­ 
inent papers, to relieve political leaders of 
responsibility for the m urder of J . M. 
Clayton. 
In his charge to the Grand 
Ju ry of Conway county, recently, Judge 
Cunningham said : 
You w ill have to investigate th e Clayton as­ 
sassination, and w hoever aided and abetted, by 
word o r deed, in th at cowardly butchery should 
be dragged by the throat to justice. They should 
not be exem pt from punishm ent because of any 
standing or influence they m ay have in the 
com m unity. I do not know who they are. I 
wish to heaven th at I did. 
I would "tell you. 
But m ind you, political assassinations do not 
originate in the m inds of m en in the hum blest 
walks of life. 
Men who earn th eir living by the 
sweat of th eir brow, whose lives are poems of 
honor or industry, do not find it in th eir m inds 
and hearts to conceive assassination, but it is 
conceived and planned by m ore influential, 
fine-haired gentlem en who pretend to be re­ 
spectable. W hile the cow ardly villain who 
fired the gun th at killed Clayton should be 
caught and hung, the m ain object of our search 
should be th e dastardly conspirators w ho in ­ 
spired it. Some m en seem ingly w ant to apol­ 
ogize for. or extenuate, the horror of liis m urder 
on the ground of politics. 1 tell you there is no 
Democracy of Republicanism in m urder. 
If the G rand Ju ry responds to the 
charge, in the spirit of its delivery, it will 
clear away the im putation cast upon lowly 
people by the Democratic press and poli­ 
ticians of Arkansas, and declare—of which 
it must have moral conviction, if it is not 
established by legal certainty—that Clay­ 
ton’s m urder is chargeable to men prom­ 
inent in political activity in Arkansas. 


T h e Republican party was shamed, 
common decency outraged 
and 
every 
American who esteems his citizenship 
highly, caused to blush by the disgraceful 
conduct of a parcel of Republican rowdies 
in A\Tashington on the night preceding 
the inauguration of President Harrison. 
These hoodlums, and they were very num ­ 
erous, gathered about the AYhite House 
and paraded the grounds until daylight, 
singing ribald songs and insulting Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and his family by shouting 
vulgar expressions, by tapping on the win­ 
dows and asking when the occupants were 
going to move out, and by intoning polit­ 
ical chants, and improvising coarse and 
partisan songs, involving the name of the 
President and insulting tu his family. 
It 
is amazing th at neither the AVashington 
nor the Federal police interfered, and 
that both forces treated the affair as rather 
in the line of practical joking than as 
grossly in violation of the peace, and as 
insulting to the Chief M agistrate of the 
nation. 
It is the first instance on record 
when an outgoing President was thus sub­ 
jected to the scurrility of partisan hood­ 
lums. 


M r. E d iso n has completed an inven­ 
tion which he dubs the “ shouter.”

It remained for members of the Cali­ 
fornia leg islatu re to disgrace the State 
and shame the Capital City by arranging 
for a brutal Sunday prize fight as a finale 
to their two mouths’ residence here.

surprising th at even the local supporters 
of the prize ring consented to such a gra­ 
tuitous insult to the general sentim ent of 
the public, which, irrespective of religious 
faith or belief in the sanctity of the day, 
holds it at least in such respect th at it will 
not tolerate exhibitions of the character 
indicated, on th at dav. 


Xo P r e s id e n t in the last half of the 
century hits been so fortunate with an in ­ 
augural as President Harrison. 
All his 
predecessors w ithin th at tim e met with 
more of adverse criticism upon their inau­ 
gurals. 
In fact, he of all the Presidents 
of the last fifty years has most nearly won 
unanim ity of public 
approval for his 
opening address. 
The approbation with 
which it has been received is not lim ited 
to party commendation or bounded bv 
party lines.

CITY TRUSTEES. 
The Neglect of an Election Board Causea 
a Little Flurry. 
The Board of City Trustees met at 10 
a. m . yesterday, all the m em b ers present. 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, reported 18,790,750 gallons 
of water pumped for the week ending Sun­ 
day, March 17th. 
B. U. Stein man asked that the bids for 
work on Frout street, from Q to U, be laid 
over for a couple of weeks. There being 
no objection it was so ordered. 
The lone Coal and Iron Company was 
awarded the contract to furnish fuel to the 
water works for one year from April 1st for 
$3 per ton, delivered at the water works 
building. If a switch is pat into the build­ 
ing, and no charge made handling the cars, 
the coal will be furnished for $2 80per ton. 
Trustee Wolf said he had been notified 
by Chief of Police I.ee that Mrs. Anderson 
had closed her disreputable dive on Front 
street, between I and J. 
After reading quite a number of bills and 
ordering the same paid, the Board pro­ 
ceeded to canvass the returns of the city 
election held on Tuesday, March 12th 
' 
The ballot boxes were taken from the 
vault and everything tallied out all right 
until Precinct Three arnd a haif was reached. 
The tally receipt in that box has not been 
certified to by the Board. This caused con­ 
siderable discussion, and stopped the can­ 
vass. These were the returns from the polls 
at Twentieth and H, and much surprise 
was manifested at the neglect of the Board. 
The Mayor called Wilbur Smith, the 
Inspector, by telephone, and told him he 
must get the Election Board together at 
once to certify to the returns. In order to 
euacle him to do so a recess was taken to 
4 p. M. 
AFTERNOON s e s s io n . 
At 4 p . m. the Board reconvened. The 
Election Board which served at Precinct 
Three and a half appeared aud attested to 
the correctness of the tally sheets of that 
polling place. After they were duly sworn 
the canvassing was resumed and completed 
with the following result: 
For Second Trustee—William McLaugh­ 
lin, 2,408 votes; John Stevens, 2,1(54 ; O. P. 
Dodge, 138. 
Auditor—E. H. McKee, 2.282; M. J. 
Burke, 2,253; F. H. Winnie, 169. 
Collector—George A. Putnam, 3,111; J. S. 
Curtis, 1,667. 
Assessor—J. J. Buckley, 3,0-16; J. Alex­ 
ander, 1,358 ; F. A. Shepherd, 280. 
Fire Commissioner — Georee B. Blue 
2,186; W. D. Comstock, 2 530." 
The following were then declared elected 
for the ensuing term : 
l Second Trustee, William McLaughlin— 
majority, 244. 
Auditor, E. H. McKee—majority, 29. 
Collector, George A. Putnam—majority, 
1,444. 
Assessor, J. J. Buckley—majority, 1,688. 
Fire Commissioner, W. D. Comstock— 
majority, 344. 
The Board resealed the ballot-boxes and 
placed the same in a cell of the City Prison 
and caused the door of the same to be prop­ 
erly locked and sealed, pending a contest 
that is expee’ed to be made between M. J. 
Burke and E H. McKee, the respective 
candidates for Auditor. 
Second Trustee-elect William McLaugh­ 
lin was then introduced, given the oath of 
office and duly installed. 
Mr. Ryan, the retiring Street Commis­ 
sioner. then addressed the Board and ex­ 
pressed his sincere appreciation of the uni­ 
form courtesy received at the hands of his 
colleagues during his term, and bespoke 
for his successor the good will and confi­ 
dence to which he was entitled. Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin then expressed his high appre­ 
ciation of the honor conferred upon him, 
and the sense of responsibility which rested 
upon his shoulders in conducting the oner­ 
ous duties of Street Commissioner; that he 
would labor faithfully and consistently for 
the welfare of the city, and hoped the 
same feelings of unity and good will that at 
present prevailed in the deliberations of 
the Board would be exercised in his behalf 
as had the pleasure of his predecessor to 
receive. 
Mayor Gregory and Trustee Wolf em­ 
phasized regret iñ the retiracy of Mr. Rvan, 
who had been a faithful and reliable officer, 
and heartily welcomed the new incumbent, 
in whose integrity and ability their confi­ 
dence was properly placed. 
There being no further business the 
Board then adjourned.

GLENN COUNTY. 


A LARGE 
DELEGATION VISITS 
THE GOVERSOB. 


■ you to Hon. R, W. Waterman, Governor of 
, the State of California." [Cheers ] 
THE GOVERNOR S ADDRESS. 
Governor W aterm an spoke as follows : 
Ladies and Gentlemen: This is the third living 


Speeches by Messrs. Goucher, Shan­ 
ahan and Hart—Governor 
W aterman’s Response. 


Eight carloads of excursionists came 
down from Willows yesterday afternoon. 
It is said the party consisted of several hun­ 
dred people, eighty of whom were ladies. 
They were met at the depot by Senator 
Goucher, Assemblymen E. C. Hart and 
T. W. H. Shanahan. The party was ac­ 
companied by the Willows Brass Band in 
full uniform, who discoursed excellent 
music at the head of the column en route 
to the State Capitol, and on arrival in Capi­ 
tol Park serenaded the Governor. 
The immense delegation attracted con­ 
siderable attention along the line of march. 
They arrived at the Assembly Chamber at 
3:45, and that room, down stairs and the 
gallery, was thronged. It was an interest­ 
ing assemblage. 
Gray-haired men and 
those in their prime, matrons and maids, 
all marching to the stirring strains of mar­ 
tial music, with flags flying to the breeze. 
The ladies brought garlands of flowers as a 
present to the Chief Executive. 
When Senator Goucher and Assembly­ 
men Hart and Shanahan marched into 
the Assembly Chamber, each bearing a 
good-sized American flag, the audience 
cheered them lustily, the ladies standing 
and waving their handkerchiefs. 
The meeting was called to order by E. C. 
Hart. 
He said: “Fellow Citizens and 
Ladies from Gitnn County: In order that 
your claims shall be properly presented to 
the Governor you should have a Chairman 
of this meeting. Nominations for Chair­ 
man are now in order." 
Fied Crawford, of Willows, was named 
for that position and unanimously chosen 
while Mosts Hockheimer was elected Sec­ 
retary. 
Mr. Shanahan moved that a committee 
of three be appointed by the Chair to wai: 
upon the Governor and escort tiim to the 
Assembly Chamber. 
The Chair named as such committee 
Messrs. Dippenpeck, O'Brien and Merrill. 
Before the committee had tinte to act the 
crowd began to cry, “Here comes the Gov­ 
ernor now.” Immediately he was given 
“three times three" and the band stationed 
in the gallerv struck up "Hail to the 
Chief.” 
' 
The Governor was escorted to the 
Speaker's Chair and given the post of 
honor. 
The Chair stated that Senator Goucher 
and Assemblymen Shanahan and Hart 
would state the case of the Glenn county 
people to the Governor. 
When Senator Goucher stepped up to the 
Speaker’s desk he was greeted with a per­ 
fect storm of applause and the waving of 
handkerchiefs. He said: 
I have been chosen to represent to the Gov­ 
ernor of California the earnestness that has 
brought through this storm so vast a throng of 
citizens—hundreds of Grangers, of men, women 
and children, to appeal to him in their behalf. 
The question concerning which you have come 
here has been carefully considered by the Leg­ 
islature. Half oí the counties of this State 
have been created out of the old ones. No 
Governor of tills State since the 9th day of Sep­ 
tember, 1N50, when it was admitted into the 
Union, has vetoed a bill 
for the form­ 
ation of a new county. This gathering is to 
show our warm hearted aud generous Governor 
that the farmers and taxpayers in the pro­ 
posed county of Glenn are In earnest. They 
represent 1,200 square miles of the best section 
of the Mate and over 812,000,000 In taxable 
property. This is not a written petition but a 
living petition now in your presence. The 
hopes oi this people, the desires of themselves 
and their children are that the Governor will 
not depart from the long-established precedent 
of his predecessors in office and veto this bill. 
He is the people’B Governor, and as such will 
carefully guard the best interests of the ma­ 
jority. 
Mr. Goucher then reviewed the history 
of the bill in both sessions of the Legisla­ 
ture, claiming that the advocates had of­ 
fered everything that was fair, had offered 
to submit it to a vote of the people, provid­ 
ing that the opposition to the bill would 
be withdrawn. This was refused and the 
bill was passed without that provision. 
This delegation before you to-day shows 
where the majority lies. I am credibly in­ 
formed that hundreds of others would have 
been here to-day had they not been water 
bound. They are here to day nearly one thous­ 
and of them, representing a majority of the pro­ 
posed county,to ask the Governor of this Golden 
State to respond to the prayers of her women 
and children and the desires that go up from 
the toilers of that beautiful section, [immense 
applause.] 
SHANAHAN OF SHASTA. 
T. \V. H. Shanahan was the next speaker. 
He was suffering from a severe coid and 
sore throat, and spoke with much difficulty. 
He said be was born in Colusa county and 
would do nothing that wouid bring harm 
upon that county or any portion ot it. He 
said her every interest was dear to him, 
and he would almost suffer his right arm 
to be sacrificed rather than any act of his 
should in anyway it.jure the people in the 
county to which be was tied by so many 
lender memories. [Applause.] He also 
reviewed the history of the bill in both 
Legislatures, showing by what large major­ 
ities it bad carried both branches, and also 
claimed that its becoming a law could not 
harm in the least a man, woman or child 
in Colusa. 
It was proposed to leave it to a vote ef the 
people, but this was rejected by the opponents 
of the bill. Jt was held by some that this 
would be unconstitutional and void, and the 
advocates ot the bill made up their minds that 
ail that was necessary was to make a proper 
justification to the Legislature and the Gov­ 
ernor.

NEWSPAPER MES. 
They Consult and Form an Association for 
Central and Northern California. 
The call recently issued for a meeting 
of newspaper men 
of Central and 
Northern California, resulted in a gather­ 
ing last evening of a few journalists who 
! pu‘. on foot means to bring about a desired 
organization. By courtesy of the city, ex­ 
tended through Mayor Gregory, and of the 
Museum Association, extended through 
President Christopher Green, the meeting 
was held in the lecture-room of the E. B. 
Crocker Art Gallery. The call bad not 
been issued except in a general way, and 
the attendance was not therefore so large as 
it certainly will be at the second meeting. 
There were present: Will 8. G re »n, editor 
of the Colusa San; C. K. McClatchy, editor 
of the Sacramento Bee; Wru. Acton, editor 
of the Marysville Democrat; Wick B. Par­ 
sons, editor of the Woodland Democrat; 
Laura de Force Gordon, for the Lodi 
Review; H. A. McCraney. editor of the 
Lakeport Avalanche; J. J Campbell, editor 
of the Galt Gazette; Watson Chalmers, 
editor of the Chico Enterprise, and a repre­ 
sentative from the editorial staff of the 
Recobd-Ukion. By letter and by voucher, 
there were also enrolled E. F. Krauth, 
editor of the Alanteda Encinal; Mr Price, 
editor of the Oroville Mercury; Mr. Francis, 
editor of the Napa Register; E. C. Rust, 
editor of the Winters Express. 
Hon. Will S. Green was called to the 
chair, and C. K. McClatchy was chosen 
Secretary. Mr. Green stated that the pur­ 
pose of the gathering was twofold—to 
form an organization for social and lor 
business purposes and material benefit— 
notably to protect the interior press from 
assaults and extortions upon its advertising 
side by a number of objectionable influ­ 
ences. The R ecord U nion representative 
stated that he could take part only in a 
sociat organization, not representing the 
business department, and that he attended 
out of respect for the proposition to bring 
the gentlemen of the profession into better 
social relations. He believed it was not 
generally understood that the business 
managers of interior journals were ex­ 
pected to unite, else there would have been 
many of them present. 
Mr. McClatchy. of the Bee, said he 
thought the business managers had not 
understood that they were invited. He 
was sure that if they had, his partner, 
the business manager of the Bee, would 
have attended. 
Mr. Green replied that they certainly 
were included, for business unity against 
gross impositions from which all suffer, 
was by all admitted to be very necessary. 
He added that better acquaintance and 
social amenities among the editors was the 
second consideration, but of great desir­ 
ability. By occasionally meeting and talk­ 
ing over theinterestsof Central and North­ 
ern California they could arrive at far bet­ 
ter undetstanding 'as to the best methods 
to employ in aiding the development of 
this section of the State. There was much 
to be gained by contact in many ways. He 
could set forth the features of improve­ 
ments and enterprises in Colusa county in 
twenty minutes conversation with brother 
editors, better than in five columns of edi­ 
torial or report. 
Mr. Chalmers took the same view and 
dwelt npon the need of protection against 
imposition. Mr. McCraney was impressed 
with both the social and business Denefits 
of such an organization, and referred to 
the fact that a similar association exists in 
the southern end of the State. He spoke 
at length with earnestness upon the possi­ 
bilities of a proper organization and its in­ 
fluence upon the interior press generally. 
Mr. Acton referred to an editorial associa- 
t'on that once existed in the central and 
northern section that went under because 
the “circular,” “pamphlet,” gratuitous and 
mere advertising sheets got in their repre­ 
sentatives and ran out all others. 
Mr. Parsons concurred in the view ex­ 
pressed as to the value of a professional as­ 
sociation. 
It was then resolved to organize per­ 
manently. with the officers already chosen. 
On motion of Mr. McClatchy a commit­ 
tee of four was ordered, with the President 
as Chairman, to formulate a call for the 
second meeting of newspaper men of Cen­ 
tral and Northern California, to be held in 
Sacramento at the same place, on a date to 
be fixed by the Chair. 
On motion of Mr. Acton it was ordered 
that the committee be instructed in issuing 
its call to confine the membership solicited 
to those persons generally recognized as 
journalists, owning or employed upon pa­ 
pers of. bona fide circulation and regular 
subscription rates. 
A spirited debate preceded the latter 
resolution, in which the causes of the de­ 
cay of the former association were set 
forth. The Chair appointed as his col­ 
leagues upon the committee ordered, 
Messrs. McClatchy and Parsons and Mrs. 
Gordon. 
The meeting then adjourned. 
An excellent feeling prevailed and the 
general belief was that quite all the press 
of Central and Northern California is in 
sympathy with the movement and will 
unite with it.

RAT SKINS ANI) GLOVES. 


F a sh io n a b le H a n d -D ressln g s for th e Bon- 
to n s and B ea u ties. 
W e are still being taught to feel w hat 
respect we can for rats, on account of the 
skiw| being used, very largely used, for 
gloWs. 
The venerable fiction was revived 
lately in the correspondence columns of a 
lively contemporary, and was at once con­ 
tradicted by a practical glover at Grenoble, 
principally on the score th at rat skins were 
not large enough for the purpose. Still the 
statem ent was adhered to, objection being 
taken that not one but many skins m ight 
be used in m aking one pair of gloves. 
The Grenoble workman wrote again, 
saying th a t 30,000 skins passed annually 
through liis hands, so th at he had some 
authority to speak upon the subject, and 
he protested that, to a practical man, the 
thing was quite absurd, and for another 
thing, the skins were not only not valua­ 
ble because of being so thin, but were 
actually too th in to be of any value. 
Still 
the statem ent was maintained, and the 
testimony of two authoritative works on 
natural history and three encyclopaedias— 
all, we suppose, unanimous in affirming 
th at ra t skins are very largely used in 
glove-making—was trium phantly appealed 
to, although, bv the way, th e titles of 
these volumes were not quoted. 
It is of no use to put up encyclopedias 
or works on natural history as a defense 
upon a point of manufacture when people 
actually engaged in the work assault them 
with a flat denial. 
R ats are very interest­ 
ing in narratives of anim al sagacity, which 
is as near an acquaintance with them as 
most people desire, and their skins, like 
those of moles, are delicate to a degree, 
and the nap delightfully soft and fine. 
Mole skins make fine waistcoats, and have 
been made up, w ith some perseverance, 
into mantels for ladies, and doubtless rat 
skins might, with considerable pains, be 
sim ilarly utilized. 
There was, some years ago, an ingenious 
individual of Liskeard, Cornwall, “who 
exhibited him self in a dress composed 
from top to toe of rat skins, which he had 
l>een collecting for three years and a half. 
The dress was made entirely by himself. 
It consisted of hat, neckerchief, coat, waist­ 
coat, troitsers, tippet, gaiters and shoes. 
The number of rats required to complete 
the suit was six hundred and seventy. 
The tippet or boa was composed of the 
pieces of skin immediately round the tail 
of the rats, and was a very curious ¡«art of 
the dress, containing about six hundred 
tails, and those none of the shortest.” 
This proves the possibilities of rat skins, 
but very remote possibilities for all that. 
Gloves may have been so made as curios­ 
ities, but not commercially. 
W e meet 
w ith statem ents in books to the effect 
that rat hunts are regularly held in Paris 
sewers, and the privilege of gathering the 
slaughtered animals on these days sold by 
the authorities, hut the Prefect of the 
Seine knew nothing about it, and wrote to 
S. Wm. Beck saying so. 
W e have state­ 
ments, also, both in books and papers that 
rat hides are generally used in m aking the 
thumbs or tliumh-gussets of kid gloves, 
and we have otir largest glove manufact­ 
urers «quite unaware of the circumstances. 
H ard facts against lawk statements— which
